A. Ic mutt be allow’d,thar God can make a Man 
Free, unleis it can be fhown, that the Creation of a 
Free Creature implies a Contradiction. Bur Wecan- 
not perceive any manner of Contradiction in fucha 
Creation. "Fis true, we acknowledg, that God 
Foreknew the Fa!l of 4dam, and thence Prxordain‘d 
his Fall, But Praordination, as founded en Fore- 
knowledg, is no wavs Incompatible with Liberty. 
For God therefore Preordain’d the Fall of Adam, 
becaufe he Foreknew, that he won’d Abuie his Li- 
berty. But fure, where there is no Liberty, There 
canbe no Abufe of Liberty, and coniequently no 
Foreknowledg of tuch Abute. And therefore tuch 
a Preordination is fo far from Deftroying Liberty, 
that ft neceffarily fuppoles it. 

Q. Gentlemen, 1 defire your Opinion of the 6 fif 
Verles of the 20h Cnapter of the Second Epiftle to the 
Corinthians, whether you think real’y St. Paul {peaks 
of himfeif, or it might be fome Vifion 

A. The Apoftle undoubtediy incends the Paffage 
of himfelf. Bur we {uppole your meaning to be, 
whether the third Heavens were repre!ented to Sr. 
Paulina Vifion, or whether he were Keally caught 
upthither. In Evidence of the latter we beg leave 
to propole the fubfeguent Particulars. 

1. Whea Ezekiel is repretfented as carried co a 
Valley full ot Bones, and Si. Fohn as Carried into 
the Wilderne(s, the Reprefentation very palpably 
denotes a Vifion, For with reference to the latter 
Iastaid, m2 the Spirie ; with reference to the for- 
mer, im the Spirie of the Lord. Butin the Paffage 
before US there as ng Mark, no Denoration of a Vi 
akon. 





If to this it be objected, that the very Introdudci- 
on to the Paffage imports,noc a Real Tranflation, but 
a Vifion only, f will come to Vifions, we an{wer, that 
that Exprefiion may as wellimply, that St. Pau/ had 
a Vifion, or fight of Objects in the third Heavens, 
while actually tranflated thither, as a bare Vifion of 
them reprefented ro his Mind. . 

2. The Intention of this Relation implies fome- 
thing very Wonderful, Unufual and Extraordinary. 
For he does it in Vindication of himtelf, andto give 
the Corinthians to know, that, however defpicable 
he were to {ome among them, yet he was otherwife 
to his Mafter Chrift, with whom he was a Perfon 
very highly favour’d, not @ whit behind the very 
Chicfeft Apofties. But Vifions, as mere Reprefen- 
tations to the Mind, were no fuch Unufual Favors 
in thole days of Wonders, in thofe Miraculous 
times, when that ancient Prophefy receiv'd a won- 
derful Completion 5 It fhail come to pa/s in the laft 
days (faith God ) I will pour out of my fpirit upon 
all flefb, and your Sons and your Daughters fhall Pro- 
phefy, and yeur young Men fhall ‘? Vifions, and 
your Old Men hal! dream Dreams. 

3. In mere Repreientations to the Mind there is 
no Separation of Soul and Body. Whereas the A- 
poftle fays, whether In the Body I cannot tellor With- 
out the Boay, 1 cannot tell ; God Kunoweth,

A, The firlt Queftion has been handled ar large 
in aformer Paper. But we may conclude concern- 
ing the Second, as Independent on the Solution of

che former, that Souls in a Separate Stace ( namely, 
who arein a State of Blifs) are nor equal in their 
Capacities, fince there are degrees of Happinefs in 
the other World (as we have lately provd from 
Reafon and Scripture ) and Know!ledg muft be al. 
low'd to beno inconfiderable Ingredient of Happi- 
nefs, however nor Incompatible with a State of 
Torment. f 

Q. Suppofe a Field fhould be fown with Acorns, af- 
ser many Years they grow to be Oaks, whether the Globe 
of the Barth will be the heavier thereby. From your 
Subfcriber, ]. Wheld. 

A, The Elements are continually transform’d in- 
ro one another by Condenfation and Rarefaétion. 
So that, what the Lighter Elements loofe by Con- 
denfation, they may repain by the Rarefaction of 
the Heavier. Whence there is no neceffary confe- 
quence, that 2 !2rge Grove of Oaks muft make an 
addition to the Weight of the Farth, We imagin, 
thar you don’t fuppofe, that they are capable of 
making the Earth Heavier in proportion to their 
own Weight, fince fo much of the Subftance of the 
Earth goes to their Compofition. 

Q. Why are fome Bodies, that aré Lighter than 
others, yet Harder ? 

A, That the ground of the Queftion is matter of 
Fact, is. evident from no inftance more clearly than 
that of Water and Ice. Fortho’ Ice be of fo Hard 
a Subftance, yet it is of a more Rarefied Contexture 
than Warer. Bur all, that can be faid to the mat- 
ter is, that Weight and Hardne(s procede from difle- 
rent Principles ; the one from the Contiguity of the 
Homogeneous Particles, of which an Heavy Badly 
is composd (Conriguity being here taken in a com- 
mon fenfe, and nor as logically diftinguifh'd from 
Continuity ) the orher from fome Unknown Liga- 
ment, wherewith the Particlesof an Hard Body are 
tied together. Whence it follows, that where thefe 
two Principles concur in one Body, that Body is at 
once both Heavy and Hard. Which accounts for 
the different Phanomena’s in Bodies with refpect to 
Weight and Hardnets. 

Very experienc’'d Philofophers Confefs their igno- 
rance as to the Caufeof Hardnefs, and are content 
to expres it no otherwife rhan by fome Unknown 
Ligament, as is {pecified above. Nor do They, 
who pretend to affign the caufe, evidence a deeper 
penetration, fince they affign {uch a Caufe, as will 
not bear the Teft of fober reafoning, 

The School-men affirm, that the Hardnefs of Bo. 
dies procedes from the greater quantity of Homo- 
geneous Matter contain'd under anEqual Superfici- 
es, Buras trom hence all Bodies wou’d be Harder 
or Softer in proportion totheir Weight, fo it is cone 
sated by matter of fad ; efpecially by the foremen- 
.on'd initance of Water and Ice. 

Some maintain, that the Hardnefs of Bodies owes 
ics origin to Reft and Contiguitry of it’s Parti- 
cles. te as tlardnefs is defin’d by the oppofition, 
which it makes to any otiier Body, that endeavours 
to Penetrate it in the Philological Notion of the 
word, fo Reft is incapable of {uch an oppofition, in 
chat it is no otherthan a bare Privation, than a 
mere Nulliry. 

Some afcribe Hardnefs to the Preffure of the Air 
and Ethereal Matter. But hereit may be enquir’d, 
whence does that Ethereal matter acquire that de- 
gree of Hardnefs, with which it is endued ? If it 
be replied, from the Preffure of matter ftill more 
Subile, we may procede in our Enquiry ad Infini- 
tum, Whence it wou'd follow, that Matter is nor 
only Infinitely Divifible, bur Actually fo Divided. 

Bur fome, tho’ they acknowledg their ignorance 
as to the Caufe of Hardneis, and barely recur to an 
Unknown Ligament, yet fancy, that Softnefs may 





be more Clearly accounved for} in that, fay they 
ali the Parcicles of a Soft Body are nos connected 
by char Ligamenr, whatever it be, with which the 
Particles of an Hard Body are joyn'd together ; ang 
in that there are fome intervals between Various 
Particles, But with fubmiffion we are humbly of 
Opinion, that, what they thus fay of foftnefs,is lia. 
ble to morethan one exception. 

1. Astothe latter part, that there are fome in. 
tervals berween Various Particles, this favors tog 
much of the Opinion exploded by themfelves, For 
if {oft bodies are therefore foft, becaule there are 
fome Intervals be:ween Various Particles, it follows, 
that Hard Bodies are therefore Hard, becaule there 
are Fewer Intervals becween their Particles And yer 
it muft be own'd, that Bodies are Heavier in pro. 
portion tothe Paucity of Intervals between their 
Particles. Whence they feem to run inro the cop- 
demn'd Opinion of the School-men, and allow, tho’ 
not orofefledly, yet by Confequence, that the Hea- 
vieft Bodies are the Hardeft. 

2. Since thev fay, that foftnefs of Bodies confifts 
in the Intervals between their Particles, they might 
as Clearly afferr, that Hardnefs confifts in the Pau. 
city of {uch Interva's. Whereas they affirm (as is 
obferv'd above) that foftnefs may be more Clearly 
accounted for than Hardnels, 

3. As co the firft part, meither can we there per. 
ceive any Clearer account of foftne(s, than of Hard- 
nefs. For cho’ the word Unknown be not exprefs'd, 
yet, it is plainly implied. For that Expreifion, rhe 
Ligament, whatever it be, by which the Particles of 
Hard Bodies are jovnd rogether,.it is no more thar 
equivalenrto an Unknown Ligament. 

vat Roman Emperor wasit,that was taken Pri 
foner, and fo barbarcufly :reaced by a Perfian King ? 

A. His name was Valerian, a Perfon, who about 
the 7oth Year of his Age, and che 253d of ourLord, 
obrain’d the Empi-e with wonderful applaufe, His 
Courage and other excellent Accomplifhments had 
before entitled him to feveral great Offices, particu- 
larly to that of the Cenforfhip, to which he was 
chofen by the general Acclamation of the Senate, 
who all unanimonfly cried out, that Valerian’s Life 
was a continual Cenforfhip, and that no one was fo 
Proper a Judge of others Crimes, as He, who had 
none of his own ro beanfwerable for. But this ad- 
mirable Prince by the Initigation of Macrianus, an 
Egyptian Magician, rais'd the 8th general Perfecu- 
tion againft the Chriftians, notwithftandjng that for 
fome Years he had been extremly favourable to 
them, and notwithftanding the Judgment, which 
had befaln Decius, who was the Author of the Pre- 
ceeding Perfecution. Hence therefore, nodoubr, it 
was, that he became a Prifoner to Sapores,who Cat- 
rying him into Perfia, treated him Worfe than the 
Bafeft Slave, and made him his Foorftool, as often 
as He Mounted on Horfeback. Valerian was thus 
barbaroufly usd for 7 Years together, ar the Expi- 
ration of which the Infalting Sapores commanded his 
Eyes to be pluck’d out, and his Body to be fleed a- 
live, according to one Hiftorian, But according t0 
another, his Body was not fleed till after his Death, 
at which time it was f{ufpended in one of the Perfi- 
an Temples to Perpetuate the Memory of fo Us: 
prefidented a Triumph.

HE Letters from Grenoble July 19th advife, that 
Ty great Canonading that afternoon was heard trom 
Suza, from which ‘tis thought, that the Duke ot Savoy 
or fome other General is come thither ; that the Duke 
of Berwick has pofted the greateft part of his Troops 
inthe Neighbourhood of Briancon, and {eems reloiv’d 
to ftand the Enemy there, who are 2¢tuallyin motion ; 
That a)l the Peafants in Dauphine are fummon’d to take 
Arms, and to joyn with the Regular Troops in guard. 
ing the Paflages of the Mountains, which has oceafion'd 
many of them to abandon their Habitations and fy the 
Country. The Advices from Geneva July 12th are, 
that the Duke of Roquelaure had receiv’d Orders from 
the Court: of. France, to fend for what Number he 
pleafes of the Troops which are coming from Spain, to 
joyn him, to evable him to reduce the Malecontents ; 
that the {aid Duke had in the mean time publithed a 
General Amnefty to thofe who fhou'd lay down then 
Arms, which has been rejected, unle!s affurance be gi. 
ven them,that they fhall be not only freed from the extra- 
ordinary Taxes, but likewile be allowed a Liberty of 
Confcience in Religion; that they are in Number 6000, 
Papifts and Proteftants, and Keep in a Wood, and on 
the Mountaim of Cule, near Eneragues. “Tis advifled 
from Turin July ioth that General Thaun fet outfrom 
thence the 4th Inftant for the Army, which was thea 
in the Neighbourhood of Suza, from whence he marci 
ed yefterday towards Mount Cenis, having Icft a good 
body ot Horfe and Foot, under the Command ot Ge. 
neral Rhebinder, to obferve the French about Brian- 
con; that his Royal Highnefs willin few days put him- 
{elf at the Head of the Army, which was that day to 
pafs over Mount Cenis, and Fncamp near Lanebourg ; 
that the French have been repuls’d with great Lots in 
their attack of la Taile in Mount St. Bernard. The 
Letters trom the Camp before Tournay July 25th ad- 
vife, that they have difcovered a Mine of the Enemy’s, 
as they were advancing to the Citadel, and took out 
the Powder, that our Batteries having made Breaches 
jathe Wall of the Place, all things will be ina readi-

ley, but “is thought the Duke of Maglborough wil] 
cot agree toa Capitulation with the Town without jn.
